Teaterday will rank as one of the 
most memorable days In the history of 
Montreal. 

The treat Victory Loan parade turn- 
ed out to be the eelobraition of final 
victory, and certainly never In the 
city's history did a larger and more 
enthualfMUc ttarong fill iu streets. 
Hours before the actual time when the 
procession was scheduled to atart 
from Atwater Avenue, Sherbrooke 
Street was lined with eager spectator!*. 
BuulldlngB, automobiles and ever}- 
form of vehicle were draped in bunt- 
ing and the flags of the victorious 
Allies. The public, gaily bedecked 
and hilarious with Joy, lined the side 
walks and curbs or perched them 
selves up telephone poles or in trees. 

Sharp at ten o'clock the parade, led 
by a company of Marines, left Atwater 
Avenue and proceeded cast along 
Sherbrooke street. By this time the 
street was literally packed with people 
all struggling to secure positions of 
vantage. Preceded by an escort of 
mounted police, who with considerable 
dllTlculty cleared an avenue through 
(be multitude, the prcat procession 
slowly marched along Sherbrooke 
Street Cheer after cheer burst from 
the enormous crowd? which pressed 
hard against t)ie marchers, and when 
the battle scarred veterans, some 
walking others in automobiles, passed 
down the long avenue the cheering 
was deafening. Infantry men, artil- 
lery men and averf et^fr of . them vet- 
erans, some inlnùé a leg others Tack- 
ing an ann It is no wonder that thR 
crowd cheered, out of sheer sympatliy 
and thanksgiving that the days of war 
were over. 

At exaetlr 10.30 tbe^ van of the 
procession reached the McOill Union. 
At this point the crowd was most 
dense. The steps of the Union were 
packed with people who realized the 
opportunity which they offered of ob- 
taining a good view of proceedings. 
The Union was gaily decked with 
flags and pennants and though the 
building was not open to students a 
goodly number mana;;;ed to get in and 
from the upper windows and roof add- 
ed considerable to noise which the 
crowd below were making. 

The parade was possibly the larg- 
est ever seen in Montreal and took 
exactly two hours to pass the Union. 
Float after float, many of them real 
works of art and all more or less 
cleverly designed. Numerous effigies 
of the Kaiser * were pirainlnent and 
tlioae in partlenlar which represented 
the fallen tyrant In sn undignified at 
tltude of submission with a halter 
around his neck were greeted with up- 
roarious ainiroval.
